The applicant must appear il 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen 
cy or Sub-agency for the district 
Entry by proxy maybe made at aa) 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth 
er or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up 
on and cultivation of the land ir 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of hi: 
_ homestead on a farm of at least 8! 
acres, solely owned and occupied b: 
him or by his father, mother, son 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteade: 
in good standing may preempt + 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon th 
homestead or pre-emption six month 
jn each of six years from date o! 
homestead entry (including the tim: 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres oxtra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for 3 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in each o 
three years, cultivate fifty acres anc 
erect a house worth $300.00.

ANOTHER LEGACY, 


Still another legacy has been deft 
by the late Liberal Government for 
the present Government and the peo- 
ple of Canada to finance. This time 
it is the Robins Irrigation Com- 
pany. § 

The Robins Irrigation Company 
secured 380,573 acres of land in Al- 
berta in 1906 from the Laurier 
Government for the small sum _ of 
one dollar per acre, and undertook 
to irrigate these lands. The deal 
became one of the great scandals of 
the Laurier regime, and the Con- 
servatives fought it with all the 
ability at their commard. 

Their attitude is now justified. The 
company has not funds enough to 
carry out its undertaking. Five mil- 
lion dollars has been spent, but this 
is not enough, and the irony of it 
is that the company now comes to 
the present government for assis- 
tance, 

A great area of valuable land is 
tied up, and it is in the public in- 
terest that the company should be 
enabled to carry the enterprise toa 
conclusion. So the Government is 
compelled again to finance another of 
the late Government’s undertakings. 

The $380,573, or one dollar per 
acre which the company paid to the 
Govennment “for the land is to be 
returned, as a loan, but will be a 
first. charge upon the lands, with 
five per cent. interest. 

When the lands are irrigated they 
will be very valuable.

Some of the arguments used _ in 
defence of the liquor traffic are 
very ludicrous. One argues that 
aleohy] does not cause drunkenness 
and other evils, that it is only the 
abuse of it, and consequently argues 
for moderation in its use. Let us 
see how much truth there is in the 
statement that the moderate use of 
alcohol is harmless. 

What are the highest authorities to 
which we can appeal. Surely gov- 
ernment reports and the findings of 
the highest scientists. Now we find 
the government reports in England 
and several other countrits all agree 
that the continued use of quantities 
so small as never to cause drunken- 
ness will, if persisted in, cause 
chronic poisoning, and many of the 
children of such parents are liable 
to be weaklings or worse. The 
reports of great scientists, the ac- 
tion. of great employers of labor, 
and’ the example of athletes all go 
to show that even the moderate use 
of alcohol is now known to be harm- 
ful. So much for mpderation. 
of drink are caused by distilled liq- 

Another argues that all the evils 
uors, and suggests that these be 
prohibited, and the free use of beer 
and wine be permitted. Here again 
we appeal to government reports, 
which class ‘‘beer, wine and spirits’ 
as all positively harmful if frequent- 
ly used, even in so-called modera- 
tion. Many great roailroad corpor- 
ations also suspend or dismiss a 
man for indulging in a simple glass 
of beer. Indeed it is becoming pret- 
ty generally known that beer drink- 
ers do not live as long as whiskey 
drinkers on account of its ruinous 
effects on the kidneys. Moreover. 
France, Italy, Germany, Belgium 
and other countries have found when 
it is almost too late that keer and 
wine have a most disastrous effect 
on the national health and vigor. 

Another declares that if all restric- 
tions were remobed and liquor al- 
lowed to be sold as freely as any 
other commodity, there would be lit- 
tle trouble from it. If so, why 
not apply that plan to morphine, 
cocaine and other poisonous drugs? 
In certain parts of France and Bel- 
gium there is a saloon for every 
twenty of the inhabitants, and the 
people are besotted and degenerated 
to a degree almost beyond belief. 
Indeed there is not a werd that can 
be honestly said in favor of the use 
of alcohol, unless it be its occasion- 
al use as a medicine.

Black -oil was struck in the 
Monarch well Wednesday morning 
last at a depth of. only 808 feet. 

The oil is believed to ba in quan- 
tity, and B. W. Dunn, the company 
geologist, ordered drilling stopped 
until a special cap could be put 
over the mouth of the well. 

The head driller made the state- 
ment to President William George- 
son that a charge of nitro-glycerine 
would unleash the oil and start a 
gusher that would blow down the 
derrick. 

The bit cut intv the oil at 3.45. 
President Georjeson and all the di- 
rectors were present. 

The strike had been anticipated by 
Geolo sist Dunn, and the directors 
waited up to see the well brought 
in. 

A quantity of the oil was brought 
up in the baler. It proved to be the 
black oil, long dreamed of by _the 
Alberta oil operator, the mother 
fluid from which comes the lighter 
ard more volatile oil, such as_ is 
produced by the discovery well of the 
Calgary Petroleum Product com- 
pany. 


The men. who are in charge of the 
affairs of the company crowded 
about the baler as its contents were 
being discharged into the sluice box. 

“Tt is -the real thing,” said Mr. 
Dunn to President William George- 
san. ‘Tt is black petnoleum, and 
just what we were hoping for.’’ Then 
followed mutual congratulations. 

The conditions at the well were 
such that Mr. Dunn decided to.order 
a. cessation of operations, fearing 
that if the bit was sent further into 
the formation, a flow of oil would 
result. 

The following is the official state- 
ment handed out to the press by W. 
A. Georgeson, president of the Mon- 
arch company : 

“Mr. Dunn, the geologist of the 
Monarch company, announces — that 
heavy black oil was struck at the 
well on Wednesday, June 17, at a 
depth of &808 feet. 

(Signed) W. A. Georgeson.”’ 

The news caused quite a sensation 
in Red Deer. While this has been 
looked forward to with some cer- 
tainty, it was not quite expected 
that oil, and of the crude nature in 
particular, would be struck at a 
depth of 800 feet, thus most people 
were taken by surprise. As far as 
Red Deer -is concerned, the news be- 
gan to spread about 8.30 on Thurs- 
day morning, and a number of citi- 
zens made their way to the land 
office to get a number for filing, and 
before ten o’clock the whole city 
was in the throes of an excitement 
that had never been witnessed here 
hefore, and over 500 people had 
taken .out numbers by 12 0’clock 
(noon), including many ladies, some 
social standing. Reports 
were 
on their way from Calgary in autos, 
and that the morning train was 
with them as well, and 
many holders of the carly numbers 
looked forward to selling at a good 
price. On the arrival of the noon 
train from Calgary a large number 
of people alighted and made their 
way to the land office along Ross 
Street on the run, some of them 
heine winded, and scarcely able to 
speak when they reached the office.

a studv; disgust 
was expressed on every face. The 
evening trains brought another large 
number of visitors, who in their turn 


{expressed disgust at the news of 


how the Red Deer people had got 
jin and swallowed up the numbers in

to be stalled by a little matter of 
that kind, as many of them  repre- 
sented syndicates, and they began to 
look around for those who were wil 
ling to sell their numbers and their 
rights of filing, and they were not 
hard to find. From seven o'clock in 
the evening until eleven o’clock the 
offices of Latimer & Botterill and 
Lionel Pagz were besieged with 
buyers and sellers, and many num- 
bers changed hands from $5 up _ to 
$100. Many of the visitors, after 
having ‘got over their first shock at 
finding themselves forestalled, com- 
plimented the local people on their 
foresight in getting in early ; ‘it was 
a situation they had not looked 
forward to having to face, conse- 
quently many of them had to wire 
or telephone Calgary for moncy 
with which to meet the demands 
made upon them. One case in par- 
ticular aroused a whole lot of ex- 
Citement. The parties had wired 
Calgary to send money by wire to 
reach Red Deer at ten o'clock Fri- 
day morning, as they had used the 
funds brought with them for  pur- 
chasing numbers for filing, and they 
would be fn Warly. The money was 
wired alricht, but for some reason 
the applicants could not get it from 
the bank, and they were running 
round the streets’ imploring ac- 
quaintances for the loan of the mon- 
ey for half an hour, and were  suc- 
cesSful in getting a part, but not all 
they wanted. In the meantime mas- 
sages were passing by phone and 
wire to Calgary, and between the C. 
P.R. and the Bank, and the man who 
was filing had chosen his lands and 
had been notified by the Land Office 
agent that he could take up no more 
time, but would have to give way to 
someone else, when the money was 
rushed into the office right in the 
nick of time, the bank having come 


through with The necessary funds. 
The crowd for nunthers on Friday 
morning was as great as ever, 


among them being scores of strang- 
ers who had got here by the early 
morning trains from north and 
south, and their numbers were being 
swelled all the time by locals who 
had withstood the excitement of 
Thursday, but on hearing of the 
money that had been made over the 
sale of tickets, had not been able 
to resist longer, but haStened to get 
in as soon as possible. Good-natured 
jokes were being bandied about free- 
ly, particularly on ,those whose 
faces showed much astonishment. 


THIRTY MILES WEST. 


The Monarch well is located thirty 
miles west and six miles south of 
the town of Olds on the Calgary- 
Edmonton line. It is about 48 miles 
due northwest of Calgary as ‘the 
crow flies. For this reason the news 
of the strike at the well was delay- 
ed in getting to Calgary, but the 
moment it was circulated on ‘ho 
strests last night, great excitement 
ensued among the men interested in 
oil. 

The $1 par shares of the company 
which had been selling on loca 
stock exchanges yesterday for $17.50 
for dividend shares and $8 for ex- 
dividend. The shares of all kinds at 
once rose to $40, and a big business 
was done in them last night by the 
curb traders. They are expected to 
advance further at this morning’s 
session of the exchange, and as a re- 
sult of the excitement are carrying 
up with them all other stocks of 
various oil a mpanies.

At this depth a heavy flow 
of wet gas was coming from the well, 
and the drillers believed they were 
getting close to the oil bearing 
sands. New tools were shipped up 
from Calgary by Martin & Phillips, 
the International Supply company 
drilling the well, last Saturday, and 
on Monday drilling was resumed at 
jthe well. 

As the drill pierced downward, the 
evidences of oil continued to increase 
and officers of the company were 
notified that a strike of erude oil 
was imminent. President George- 
son, Vice-president R. L. Shimmon, 
Treasurer George W. Morfitt, Direc- 
tor R. W. Wood, of Fernie, and Wil- 
liam Beach, of Winnipeg, a capital- 
ist heavily interested in the Monarch 
properties, waited anxiously all night 
Tuesday night for the anticipated 
news. : 


STRIKE IS REPORTED. 


‘At 3.45 a.m. Wednesday morning, 
at a depth of 808 feet, the might 
shift of drillers at the well reported 
that they had pierced into oil. 
Geologist B. W. Dunn was at the 
well, and was called to the derrick. 
The baler was sent down, and when 
it came up it was dripping full of 
heavy, crude black oil. Mr. Dunn 
pronounced it the real crude oil, 
the discovery of which everyone ir 
the Calgary oil fields has bean await- 
ing anxiously. 

Geologist Dunn ordered the dril- 
ling operations halted at once, fear- 
ing that if the bit was sunk doaper, 
a gusher might result, with no appli- 
ances on hand to handle it. Accord- 
ingly a temporary cover was placed 
on the mouth of the woll and rush 
orders were telegraphed for a special 
capping appliance which will permit 
drilling and at the same time keep 
the well capped against a gusher. 


WOULD BRING A GUSHER. 


The drillers at the well, who have 
had many years’ experience 
Oklahoma, Texas and California 
fields, declared their Trlief to Mr. 
Georgeson that if a charge of nitro- 
glycerine was exploded at the  bot- 
tom of the well, a gusher would re- 
sult that micht blow out not only 
the cover of the well but the derrick 
itself. 

President Georgeson and the other 
officials of the company then return- 
ed to Olds by motor from the well, 
and thence took the train to Cal- 
rary, arriving here at ter o'clock 
last night. The news of the strike 
spread over the city like wildfire, 
and occasioned intense excitement.

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EIGHT KILLED AND SEVENTY

AWFUL MINING 


DISASTER 


195 Men Perish in Alberta Mine 


Hillerest, ' Alta., June 19.—One 
hundred and ninety-five miners out 
of 236 who went to work at the No. 
1 mine of the FElillcrest collieries are 
dead as the result of an explosion of 
black damp which occurred in the 
mine shaft 1,600 feet underground at 
9.30 this morning. 

Forty-one men were rescued. Fore- 
man J. S. Quigley is among the mis- 
The bodies are being brought 
from the mine as rapidly as trucks 
can carry them to the surface. The 
rescuers are working desperately to 
get the entombed miners to the fresh 
air as soon as passible in the hope 
that some of them may be revived, 
but each truck contains the charred 
remains of a victim of the worst 


mining catastrophe .in the history of 
Canada, and even the friends and 
relatives of the men who ane still 


sirg.. 


missing have given up hope of ever 
seeing them alive. The 41 men who 
who were delivered from awful death 
in the depths of the wrecked mine 
were rescued early in the day. Every 
carrnr that comes now contains a 
lifeless form. 


DID NOT KNOW CAUSE ; 
OF EXPLOSION. 


General Manager Bron, of the 
Hillerest collieries, said that ho did 
not know what the cause of the ex- 
plosion was, and would not conjec- 
ture an opinion. ‘‘There is so much 
confusion now .that I am nof in a 
Position to give a detailed  state- 
nont,’’ said Mr. Brown, ‘‘I have not 
been able to make any investigation 
of the circumstances surrounding the 
disaster, all my time having been oc- 
cupied since the explosion occurred 
in superintending the work of recov- 
ering the bodies. The explosion 
took place at 9.30 this’ morning, and 
10 minutes later the rescue work 


June 24th 
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was commenced, willing assistanoe 
coming from all quarters.’’ 


Hillerest, Alta., June 
night three fires were raging in No. 
1 mine, ard the miners feared an- 
other oxplosion. Friends of the dead, 
who numbered 194, according to-the 
oflicial repo’t from the mine, were 
anxious to have the bodies brought 
out, and tho rescue parties worked 
through the long hours of darkness, 
heedless of exhaustion, bringing body 
after body up the slopes in the con- 
stantly moving trucks. 

Many of these bodies were badly 
mangled, according to miners who 
attended them when they were secur- 
ed, One was found headless, and 
others had their faces, arms, legs 
and large pieces of flesh missing. The 
majority of these mangled forms 
were brought to the surface long 
after dark, and some of these were 
still unidentified in the morning. 

The survivors were 44 in number, 
and when spoken to stated all they 
knew regarding the explosion. Very 
little was told, however, for in near- 
ly every case they were overcome by 
the fum-s almost directly after the 
loud report of the explosion resourd- 
ed through the mines. The falling 
pieces of ‘rock, the stuffy gases, the 
brave attempt to get out of the mine 
was practically the substance of 
every story.

SCALING INFLUENCES: - 


Amount Paid De Depa a 
on’ Log-Rule Used 


, There are over forty different be 
rules now in use in the United 
States and Canada, showing a vari- 
ation. of over 50 per cent. in 
amount of lumber ‘they ascribe to a 
log of any given size. This great 
disparity is due to the fact that the 
majority’ of these log-rules are nut 
rules ‘of thumb evolved from the 
rough diagrams or. experience of 
the early lumbermen who were al-|- 
ways careful to allow a_ liberal, 
though arbitrary; percentage for 
Waste in sawing. Originally inaccur- 
ate, they are becoming increasingly 
so with the introduction of band- 
saws and more modern milling meth- 
‘ods, and attempts, as yet unsuccess- 
ful; have been made tb substitute 
these old rules by a standard rule 
having mathematical accuracy. Prob- 
ably the best rule yet formulated is 
the ‘International Log Rule’ prepar- 
ed by Dr. J. F. Clark when ~Chief 
Forester for Ontario, which he veri- 
fied by. extensive tests at the mill. , 


It is interesting to compare this 


International , Rule with tHose in 
most common use {n Canada. A 
sixteen-foot log twelve inches in 


dimater contains, according to the 
International rule, 105 feet, board 
measure, of lumber ; according to the 
Scribner Rule, used in the _ prairie 
provinces, 75 feet, board measure, 
and according to the Doyle Rule, in 
most common use in Eastern Cana- 
da, only 64 feet, board measure, of 
lumber. The disparity is even great- 
er in smaller logs, and it is small 
logs which make up the greater part 
of the cut in Canada today. Thus, 
so far.as stumpage dues are con- 
cerned, it is safe to say that very 
often the lumbermen pay for only 
half the merchantable lumber the 
average log really contains. It is 
significant that when the British 
Columbia government recently decid- 
ed to increase the rovalty paid on 
timber cut in the interior of the 
provinces, it accomplished that pur- 
pose merely by stipulating that the 
British Columbia Log Rule should 
henceforth be used in that region ir- 
stead of the Doyle Rule, thus in- 
creasing by 45 per cent. the amount 
of estimated lumber in the logs cut. 
Tt is possible that in other parts 
of Canada the bonus paid by the 
Iumbermen in addition to stumpage 
dues makes up for this loss in seal- 
ing. But, other things being equ:.' 
lumbermen operating under a lenient 
rule have an unfair advantage over 
those whose logs are more closely 
scaled and the only final remedy 
would seem to be adoption of a 
general rule such as the Internation- 
al, or, better still, the substitution 
of cubic measurement of logs, a 
practice which has long been in-oper- 
ation in Europe, where high lumber 
prices make accuracy not only desir- 

able but necessary.

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A Six Months’ Hoist 


- STUMPAGE During April and May a great 


many poor cows have been milked, 
giving, ,in some cases, only 600 
pounds of milk and 17 pounds of 
}fat jn the month ;*some have cor- 
tented themselves with producing 
even less than this. 

‘One wonders if the owners of such 
cows are contented: with records like 
that, and if the owners of the vari- 
.ous factories concerned are content 
to let their plants be run with such 
poor support. 

It is a common occurence to find 
groups of 50 and 100 cows at a 
factory giying on the average 300 
pounds of milk more than similar 
groups supplying the same factory. 

Supposing a factory is supported 
by only 200 cows, it should he com- 
paratively easy to have an extra 
three thousand six hundred dollars 
@owineg through it in six months to 
the patrons if they had better cows. 
That is a good “‘six months’ hoist.’’ 

The factory management~ is there- 
fore directly interested in recom- 
mending cow testing to the patrons 
and in providing for its opbration. 
Som of the good records received 
at. the dairy division, Ottawa (where 
full information may be _ obtained 
ahout cow testing) ;" for April ard 
May, are: 90 cows at Ayer’s Cliff, 
Que. » with an average of 25 pounds 
of fat: 85 cows at Atwood, Ont., 
with 30 pounds of fat: 53 at Wal- 
lace, Ont., giving 1,005 pounds of 
milk and 32 pounds of fat. Three 
rade cows at Cornwall, Ont., aver- 
aged 40 pounds of fat, and a _ five 
year old grade at Peterboro, Ont.. 
gave 1,690 pounds of milk and 62 
pounds of fat. This cow gave more 
than four times as much fat as many 
poor cows in the month.
